Shell Awards *11 Million 
Contract For New Facility 


Houston—A multi-million dollar construc- 
tion contract has been awarded by Shell Oil Com- 
pany to build a new oil and gas central produc- 
tion facility north of Frederic. 

Shell said it awarded the contract to Jacobs 
Engineering Group, Inc. of Houston based on its 
competitive bid, its familiarity with the 
technology of the plant, and its plan to use Mich- 
igan sub-contractors for substantially all of the 
construction work. About 30 general contractors 
were considered for the project. _ 

The amount of the contract was not 
revealed, but a Shell spokesman said the com- 
pany will spend more than $11 million to con- 
struct the new facility. Some work on the project 
may begin this year, but major construction is 
not expected to start before early 1984. Construc- 


tion jobs could reach a peak of about 50 during 
1984. — 

About 10-12 permanent Shell jobs will be 
created to operate the facility which is expected 
to be in operation in early 1985. Shell said no job 
applications are being accepted at this time 
because staffing decisions will not be made until 
1985. 

The Shell faciility will be capable of 
processing more than 1,000 barrels of oil and 
about 7 million cubic feet of natural gas per day. 


It will separate and process crude oil and natural 
gas, as well as remove sulfur compounds from 
natural gas. The facility will be built on a 12-acre 
site in Frederic Township about four miles north 
of Frederic in Crawford County.

Lake Dwellers Seek Help 


From ‘Septic Snooper’ 


In Protecting Water 


by Jon Thompson 

It doesn’t look or sound like a hero — it 
arrives on the scene trailing a boat and is 
called a ‘Septic Snooper’? — but Lake Mar- 
grethe residents are hoping a new pollution 
detection device can come to their aid in pro- 
tecting the water quality on Crawford Coun- 
ty’s biggest and most used lake. 

Although a 1976 study of Lake Margrethe 
listed water quality as good, early signs of 
enrichment were noted then and recommen- 
dations given to control man’s contributions 
to entrophication. 

The Lake Margrethe Property Owners 
Association are concerned those recommen- 
dations haven't been followed well enough 
and have asked the Northeast Michigan 
Council of Governments to use the Septic 
Snooper at Lake Margrethe to pinpoint sour- 
ces of pollution. 

The 1976 study recommended not more than 
100 additional single hams septic systems be 
installed within 300 feet of the lake or its tribu- 
taries. Grayling Township building permits 
indicate about 60 new homes have been built 


s near the lake since 1976 and more than 65 ad- 
| ditions to houses have been built that may in- 
| volve extra loads on existing septic systems. 


The recommendation to limit septic 
systems was one of six suggestions in the 
study to heip limit the amount of phosphorus 


getting into the lake. Phosphorus, the 1976 
study determined, was the growth limiting 
nutrient at Lake Mar grethe. Keep phosphorus 
levels down and nuisance weed growth is 
limited. Too much phosphorus can lead to 
algae blooms, rooted weed growth on hot- 
toms, and diminishing water clarity. 

A disk lowered in the water is visible down 
to 43 feet in Higgins Lake, a deep ‘‘young”’ 
lake, but only three and a half feet in Hough- 
ton Lake, a shallow lake further along in the 
aging process. Visibility readingy at Lake 
Margrethe have ranged from 18 to 13 feet sin- 
ce 1976 with most readings near the 13 feet 
mark in recent years. 

The major source of phosphorus at Lake 
Margrethe comes from rainwater — a source 
man can do little about. But the next biggest 
source, the study indicated, was from shallow 
groundwater from populated areas. Phos- 
phorus in Jaundry soaps and other products 
that find their way into septic systems is en- 
tering the groundwater and draining into the 
lake. Fertilizer on lawns also is reaching the 
lake, and the height of the groundwater table 
(right to the surface in places) quickens the 
process. 

The LMPOA is hoping the Septic Snooper 
can locate any areas along the lake where 
septic systems aren’t doing their job or where 
other sources of nutrients and pollution are 
entering the 9.1 mile - perimeter lake. 


Inmate Scales 10-Foot Barb-Wire Fence 
To Escape: Is Caught Day Later at Beach 


Calvin Boyd, an inmate awiating trial for 
armed robbery and breaking and entering, 
broke out of the Crawford County jail Satur- 
day by climbing over a ten-foot chain link 
fence with barb wire on the top. 

Boyd was captured the next day at Lake St. 
Helen by a state police officer. Boyd had 
asked a St. Helen resident for the use of their 
phone and the alert homeowner overheard 
Boyd give his name to the operator. The 
resident recognized Boyd’s name as the 
escaped inmate and called the state police. 


A state trooper found Boyd near Lake St. 
Helen and was assisted in the arrest by a 
boater. Boyd, 21, tried to escape by swimming 
away under water, but the boater gave the 
trooper a ride out to where Boyd had fled. 

Boyd made his escape from jail by climb- 
ing over a fence around an outside exercise 
area the state told Crawford County to install 
last year. He was discovered missing less 
than three minutes after escaping but eluded 
police by slipping through the large crowd in 
the city park.

Sawyer Gets Reprieve; 
Wurtsmith Future Eyed

Air Force bases have 
played a key role in the 
economy of Northern Mich- 
igan for several decades. 
The Eastern Upper Penin- 
sula is still feeling the shock 
waves from the closing of 
Kincheloe Air Force Base 
less than ten years ago. The 
closing of that base meant a 
loss of more than 10,000 
residents and a $36 million 
annual payroll, meaning a 
total loss of up to $100 million 
annually in that area.

This gives us time to 
try to convince a majority of 
Members of Congress of the 
need to provide the Air For- 
ce with more of the sophisti- 
cated F-15 fighter jets, and 
increase personnel to a more 
acceptable level. 

In January the Air Force 
informed me of plans to 
upgrade the 87th Squadron 
from its present aging F-106 
aircraft to F-15’s. This was 
part of a multi-year program 
to modernize active Air 
Defense forces around the 
country. Budget constraints, 
however, forced the Air For- 
ce to alter its plans and 
reallocate resources, 
Congress has reduced by 123 
the number of F-15’s the Air 
Force had hoped to procure 
during the 1980's. A 
squadron is comprised of 18 
aircraft. Additionally, per- 
sonnel ceilings set by 
Congress have forced the Air 
Force to turn over some of 
its missions te Air National 
Guard and Reserves. 

I emphasize that this delay 
in deactivating the squadron 
is only a temporary 
reprieve, and that if 
Congress does not approve 
the needed funds, the 
squadron will be pulled out 
of Sawyer. I certainly will do 
all that I can to convince my 
colleagues in the House Ar- 
med Services Committee, 
and in the Full House to ap- 


prove the higher levels 
necessary. 
Removal of the 87th 


Squadron would mean a loss 
of 628 military and civilian 
jobs. When you add the 
families of these people to 
the total, it would mean a 
loss of nearly 2,000 people in 
the community. The 
economic loss could be as 
much as $20 million an- 
nually. The Air Force says 
that, in general, for every 
military member assigned 
to the base, another job is 
created in the centrai U.P. 
labor market. Although we 
should be pleased that we 
will be keeping at least $40 
million in the U.P. over the 
next two years, the job is far 
from completed. 

People living around Wurt- 
smith AFB near Oscoda 
have expressed concern over 


the future of that base as 


well. I am confident that 
base, as well as Sawyer, is 
very secure for the next ten. 
years. The fact that both of 
these bases are part of the 
Strategic Air Command 
(SAC) makes them impor- 
tant to our national defense. 
I plan to continue to work. 
very hard to see that both 
bases have their B-52° 
squadrons upgraded to the 
new B-1 or Stealth bombers, | 
securing the bases further.

Sanctions that could prevent con- 
struction of new factories in the 
Detroit area that emit hydrocarbons 
and pollutants, and could cut off the 
state’s federal air quality funds, are 
scheduled to be imposed by the 
federal Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

The state will then have 45 days to 
appeal the sanctions, which are 
scheduled to be printed in the 
federal register by the end of the 
month, before they officially take ef- 
fect in September. 

Michael Koryto of the air quality 
division of the state Department of 
Natural Resources, said Governor 
Blanchard will lead a coordinate ef- 
fort to stop the sanctions which 
would be imposed only against the 
three-county metro area — Wayne, 
Oakland and Macomb counties. 

The sanctions are being imposed 
because the state has failed to im- 
pose an inspection and maintenance 
to check automobiles for emissions 
of ozone and carbon monoxide. 

In 1980, the Legislature, under 
threat of such sanctions then, enact- 
ed a statute providing for an inspec- 
tion and maintenance program, but 
numerous efforts to promulgate 
rules implementing the program 
have failed. 

Under the law, the Department of 
Natural Resources was supposed to 
certify which areas would be 
required for testing, and the Depart- 
ment of State would stipulate the 
kind of tests required, and the costs 
to cover the tests. 

No funds have been appropriated 
for the inspection and maintenance 
program and several officials, in- 
cluding Secretary of State Richard 
Austin, have urged the federal 
government to drop the program. 

Koryto said the _— sanctions 
proposed include a ‘‘construction 
moratorium” on new factories that 
would emit any significant amounts 
of hydrocarbons.

million in federal air pollition gran- 
ts which ‘‘would seriously jeopar- 
dize efforts to make progress to 
clean up dirty areas.”’ 

Included in the “‘coordinated ef- 
fort’’ Blanchard would lead against 
the sanctions would be the DNR, the 
State Department and the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Transporta- 
tion. 

Budget Recodification Proposal 

A proposal to recodify Michigan’s 
current statutes, allowing for such 
things as a later submission time of 
recommendations by the governor 
to the Legislature, should be ready 
for introduction by fall, officials 
with the Department of Manage- 
ment and Budget and the two Legis- 
lative fiscal agencies. 

The proposal, taking either the 
form of one omnibus measure or two 
or three bills, would cap more than a 
year of work by staff members of the 
House and Senate Fiscal Agencies, 
DMB and other departments. 

The proposal would also take the 
place of several hundred sections of 
current state law describing and 
defining how the budget is to be 
formulated. 

A major objective of the recodifi- 
cation would be to update currently 
archaic language and references. 
The main acts currently defining the 
budget process were drafted in 1919 
and re-enacted with revisions in 
1941 and 1965. 

Other major portions of the 
recodification could include a later 
submission time of budget 
proposals by the governor to the 
Legislature. The later time would 
allow state planners time to study 
the federal budget proposal which is 
submitted currently after the state 
budget. 

Another major proposal would be 
to change current procedures for 
budget transfers which now all 
require approval by the legislative 
appropriations committees.

On June 14, 1983, Michigan Consolidated Gas 
Company, The Detroit Edison Company and Con- 
sumers Power Company (collectively referred to as 
Applicants) filed a Petition for Rule Making with 
this Commission. Applicants stated in their petition 
that they are all subject to the jurisdiction of the 
Commission and that together they provide gas 
and/or electric service to most of the households 
in the State of Michigan. 

Pursuant to Section 38 of the Administrative 
Procedures Act, 1969 PA 306, as amended, MCLA 
24.238, Applicants requested the Commission to 
promulgate certain new and revised rules under 
Parts | through 6 of the Consumer Standards and 
Billing Practices, Electrical and Gas Residential 
Service, Case No, U-4240, as amended, Michigan 
Administrative Code, R 460.2101 et seq (Billing 
Practice Rules), 

For some time, heating assistance and shut-off 
protection for low-income customers and senior 
citizens have been major concerns of both utility 
companics and the Commission. Applicants have 
engaged in the development, implementation and 
administration of a number of programs addressing 
heating assistance and shut-off protection initiated 
through the Legislature. the Commission and othor 
State agencies. 

In addition to the plight of low-income cus- 
tomers, increased energy bills and a depressed 
economy have created utility ungpllectibles which 
approach $60,000,000 annually and theft of energy 
which may exceed $20,000,000 this year. Those 
costs are passed on to customers in the form of 
higher utility rates, further escalating the problem 
of increased bills. 

The situation has created a crisis that can only 
be averted by changes in the way the energy needs 
of low-income customers are provided for and in 
the way other customers are protected against the 
cost Of increasing uncollectibles and theft. The 
nue changes proposed by the Applicants are the 
latter type of change and are proposed to become 
effective as soon as possible following hearing 
and Commission approval, The needs of low-income 
customers have not been forgotten, however, as evi- 
denced by the fact that recently, representatives of 
Applicants and the Commission Staff developed 
a program entitled the Energy Assurance Pro- 
grant (EAP) designed to restructure the manner in 
which the energy needs of low-income customers 
are met. The EAP includes proposed legislation 
and it is contemplated that those bills will be 
introduced in the Legislature within the next 
several months. 

Applicants have, in their above-mentioned 
Petition for Rule Making, proposed revisions and 
additions to the Billing Practice Rules to minimize

abuse which revisions, together with the EAP, are 
intended to balance the needs and interests of the 
utilities with their customers, In general terms, the 
proposed revisions broaden the utilities’ authority 
to require deposits from prospective cuslomers and 
allow utilities to impose higher customer charges for 
the discontinuance and restoration of service. The 
length of both the existing and proposed rules makes 
it impractical to publish them in conjunction with 
this Notice, but the same are available for public 
review and inspection at the offices of the Com- 
mission, 6545 Mercantile Way, Lansing, Ml 48909 
and at all local offices of each of the Applicant 
utilities.

With the combination of 
dry weather and the advan- 
cing summer season, the 
number of wildflowers sur- 
viving, let alone blooming, 
are becoming fewer and 
fewer. One lavender-colored 
flower you will see at the 
present time is Spotted 
Knapweed. One source I 
have describes it as a highly 
branched, wiry-stemmed 
plant with lavender heads 
composed entirely of disk 
flowers. The stem has soft 
hairs, but I am yet to find 
why it is called Spotted 
Knapweed. The flowers are 
only an inch across with har- 
sh, prickly, black-tipped 
bracts which may account 
for the word spotted. 

It favors fields, roadsides, 
or other little-used areas 
where the soi] is neutral. It 
has a wide range according 
to one source, from southern 
Canada south to South 
Carolina and west to Kansas. 
As the name indicates, this 
plant is a weed, but it serves 
to anchor soil against the 
wash of the rain we all wish 
would come.

Regular meeting of the City Council held July 25, 1983. 

‘the meeting was called to order by Mayor Thompson at 7:30 
p.m,

Motion by Sloan, supported by Golnick that the minutes of 
the necting of July 11, 1983 be approved as presented. Ayes: 4, 
Nays: 0, Absent: 1, motion carried. 

Citizens who wish to speak. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jansen appeared to request Council to help 
pay to pave the parking area between the street and his building 
on Ottawa Street. He contends that the paving of Ottawa Street 
has reduced the strect area by 3 feet on that side and that the 
vity should pay for the paving of 3 feet of what will be used for 
parking and 40% of what would have been a 4’ sidewalk. Mr. 
Golnick stated that the street had been designed to allow the 
head-in parking to accomodate the existing businesses and if the 
curb had been installed with a 32’ back to back paving, no park- 
ing would be available. Mr. Thompson remarked that no decision 
would be made this evening but that Mr. Jansen would be infor- 
med after the next meeting of Councils decision. 

Communications were received and noted. 

From City Treasurer re: June Finance Report. Held until 
next meeting, 

From Grayling Beautification Committee re: Meeting 
Minutes of 6-14-83. 

From Rep. Dingell re: Natural Gas Relief Act. 

From A.V. Schreiner re: Office Rental Rates. 

Motion by ‘Thompson, supported by Sabin that the City Hall 
rental rate be raised to $7.00 per square foot due to increased 
cost of operation, Ayes: 4, Nays: 0, Absent: 1, motion carried. 

From Grayling Regional Chamber of Commerce re: Milltown 
Festival Schedule. 

Discussion of proposed sewer facilities for the new middle 
school addition to be located at the high school site 2 miles north 
of the city limits taok place. 

Mr. Morford noted that as per city council request at the last 
regular meeting, he had invited City Engineer Bill Richards, 
Crawford AuSable School Superintendent Kent Reynolds, and 
District Health Department Representatives Bruce Reynolds 
and Ed Schoonover to attend this meeting to discuss the issue. 

Mr. Kent Reynolds presented a general overview of the 
proposed project and indicated that the school architect 
Kingscot Associates had tentatively recommended connection 
to the City of Grayling sewer system but that no 
hydrogeological studies had been conducted to determine if on- 
site disposal is feasible. He stated that such studies would cost 
between $2,000 and $15,000 and that the school did not have the 
money to conduct such studies until the passage of a millage 
proposal for the new school. The cost estimate for for the new 
Middle School is $4.3 Million. Mr. Sabin asked if the figure in- 
cluded the cost of connection to the city sewer system. Mr. 
Reynolds said that it included $330,000.00 for sewer work to 
connect to the city system. 

Mr. Sabin also asked why the school system had made no 

' direct contact requesting the city to furnish sewer service to the 
proposed school. Mr, Reynolds stated that he and Mr. Lerg had 
met with the City Manager and discussed the matter but had not 
made a formal request for service or discussed sewer and water 
rates or the timing of city sewer plant expansion needed to ac- 
commodate the new school. 

Mr. Morford noted that he had advised the school personnel 
that the city sewer system does not have excess capacity and 
that extension of sewer services outside the city was not 
automatic and would require careful analysis of current and 
projected needs within the city limits and planning for plant ex- 

. pansion if needed to accommodate such outside flow. 

Mr. Bruce Reynolds stated that until a hydrogeological sur- 
vey is completed by the school district it will not be possible to 
determine if an on-site system is feasible or the cost of construc- 
ting and operating such a system. There was general agreement 
that the present sewage system at the High School is operating 
at capacity and could not be used for the new Middle School 
without expansion or rebuilding. 

After much discussion of the subject between all parties, it 

» was agreed that it is essential for the school to conduct a hydro- 

F ecological study in order to allow a good decision regarding the 

ee of the proposed site for the Middle School with an on-site 

‘disposal system and to develop comparative costs for the 

' proposals regarding possible extension of the city sewer system, 

Mr, Kent Reynolds stated that the system would need to be 
in operation by September 1985 to serve the new school. 

Mr. Morford and Mr. Richards noted the expansion of the 

‘city sewer treatment facilities is not scheduled for funding until 
at least 1987 at the present time. 

All correspondence presented at this meeting is attached to 
the Minutes for reference. The City Council thanked all present 
for their attendance. 

The City Manager reported on the 1983 Street Project. The 
construction is complete and final clean-up and backfilling and 
seeding are in process. He also presented an invoice from 

Richards & Associates for Engineering services thru 7-16-83 in 
the amount of $11,812.75. He recommended approval, 

Motion by Golnick, supported by Sloan that the invoice 
from Hichards & Associates be approved for payment cf 
$11,812.75. Ayes: 4, Nays: 0, Absent; 1, motion carried, 

The insurance proposal from the MML Group Account thru 
Meadowbrook Insurance was presented for Council examination 
and review. Mr. Morford asked if Council wanted to participate 
in this program and when the coverage should start. He asked if 
Council would like to have a representative of Meadowbrook to 
attend a Council Meeting. 

Motion by Sloan, supported by Golnick that the City of 
Grayling join the Michigan Municipal League Liability Insuran- 
ce Pool as soon as possible. Ayes: 4, Nays: 0, Absent; 1, motion 
carried. 

Discussion of the annexation of the fractional lots along the 
east boundry of the City took place. All of the property owners 
have agreed to this annexation of their property. Grayling 
Township has approved the annexation of these parcels to the 
City of Grayling. The effective date has not yet been determined. 

Discussion of the rebuilding of the 1969 Fire Truck was held. 
I:stimates are on hand to perform this work. Mr. Morford asked 
if Council wished to have the Fire Department develop specs and 
solicit bids for the work. Council agreed that at least two bids 
should be received. 

The City Manager reported on the Grayling Recreation 
Authorily operation and its finance needs. He has met with Ms, 
Beth Wieland and Ms. Monica Ashton to try to develop a fund- 
ing formula. Mr. Golnick stated that in his opinion the 
Recrcation Authority should be a part of the County Parks and 
Recreation Committee and that ultimately a millage should be 
proposed to finance operation of all county parka. 

New Business 

Discussion of a replacement for Leon Rochette on the Gray- 
ling Housing Commission took place. Mr. Rochette indicated his 
intention to resign effective August 9, 1983. 

Mr. Morford presented copies of a letter to Mr. Harold 
Southard of Rays Canoe Livery. The letter was in reference to 
some additional construction which Mr. Southard contemplates 
doing along the bank of the AuSble River. Mr. Morford pointed 
out to Mr. Southard that the Grayling Greenbelt Ordinance and 
the R-1 classification of the Zoning Ordinance apply to whatever 
work is to be performed. Mr. Steve Southard indicated that they 
would like to install a retaining wall from Ray’s to Mrs. Lora 
Gould's property. He stated that the present wooden walk-way 
would not he extended. Mr. Morford stated that all the Canoe 
Liverics are zoned R-] and the reason for allowing them to 
remain non-conforming uses was to prevent the over commer- 
cialization of residential areas. Mr. Southard replied that they 
have no plans to build buildings or expand the commercial 
aspects of the area. Council posed no objection to the proposed 
work to be done in co-peration with the Soil Conservation Ser- 
Vice.

Race officials, who were predicting the Stocktons would 
beat the record by a good margin, figured the Stocktons lost 
six minutes after the wrong turn. 

And Brett said the getting lost in the shallow water cost 
thei more than time. 

“Jt drained us trying to get through that dead channel. 
After we got out and figured we had lost our shot at the record 
and we just paddled in.’ 

Three other local teams managed to finish the gruelling 
race. Minard Harwood and Ed LaMotte took seventh with a 
16:04:17 time, Jim Harwood and Ted Kolka took ninth at 
16:45:47, and Allen Carr, Jr., and Doug Mallery took 14th at 
17:45:07, 

Besides local favorites, the women’s tearn of Ann Koby- 
lenski and Valerie Fons drew the most cheers from spec- 
tators finishing at 10th place in 16:50:17. They smashed the 
previous womens record of 22:12:20. 

In the amateur division, Bob Stockton (Butch’s brother) 
and Ron Nolan, of Roscommon, finished in the fast time of 
16:29:54. A Grayling team of James Radebaugh and Bill 
Martella took 8th at 18:35:57 in their first marathon. 

Carl Toeppner, of California, won the one-man canoe 
race to Stephans in a time of 90:40. John Phipps and Spencer 
Kent, of Dryden, took the aluminum canoe division in 1:49:38 
beating our Stacey Kent and Mick Lovely, of Grayling, who 
finished right behing at 1:50: 22. 

The Stecktons became the first team to repeat as cham- 
pions since 1975, but it might be their last marathon together 
as Butch, 34, hinted about retirement after the race. For the 
rest of this racing season, however, the Stocktons will race 
together and try to add to their string of victories that started 
in June. The Stocktons picked up $1,650 as first prize in the 
AuSable Marathon. 

Helping relay race time from check points along the 
river were Paul NePote and Frank Hughes, from the Cherry- 
land Amateur Radio Club, and Al Pochelon, president of the 
Straits Area Amateur Radio Club.
